REMARKS 

Claims 9-1 1, 13, 14, 16-20 and 22 have been allowed. 
Claims 14 and 16 have been amended. 

Applicants respectfully submit that no new matter has been added by the above 
amendments to Claims 14 and 16. 

Upon allowing the claims, the Examiner introduced an Examiner's Amendment to 
independent Claim 14 that "rephrased and extrapolated upon the limitation [related to the 
mapping] so that the processor executes an instruction utilizing the presentation definition 
template and thus generating the slideshow presentation." See Notice of Allowance, p.3. After 
reviewing the entered Examiner's Amendment to Claim 14, Applicants are concerned that the 
language of Claim 14 made the claim difficult to understand by associating the claimed 
processor with the claimed mapping. 

In order to improve clarity of Claim 14 and therefore properly protect the claimed 
invention, Applicants therefore propose the above amendment, which draws a distinction 
between the various components of the apparatus claimed in Claim 14: a computer memory 
storing the data structure and a processor executing instructions. Applicants have also amended 
Claim 16 to correct an antecedent basis issue raised by the amendments to Claim 14. Applicants 
respectfully submit that these amendments to Claims 14 and 16 add no new matter to the claims 
nor do the amendments affect the scope of the claims. Instead, Applicants submit that these 
amendments merely improve clarity. Therefore, Applicants submit that no additional 
examination is required for these amended claims.
